and such other business properly coming before said 
meeting will be taken up for your consideration and 
action. 


1. To choose by ballot a Town Clerk for the ensuing 
year. 
2. To choose by ballot one Selectman for the ensuing 
three years. 

To choose by ballot one or more Road Agents and 
other necessary Town Officers, Agents and Auditors for 
the ensuing year. 

4. To choose by ballot one Library Trustee for the 
ensuing three years. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of Town Poor, and to pay Town 
Officers. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Police Department. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and bridges, 
including money for trunk line repairs, trunk line 
maintenance, state aid maintenance, and state aid 
construction. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for sewer maintenance. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the support of the Public Library. 
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11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for the employment of a district nurse. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise for Miscellaneous Expenses. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid | 
to continue a certain road in the Town of Northumber- 
land, known as the ‘‘Dr. Brown road’’, as provided by 
Chapter 190 of the New Hampshire sessions laws of 
1931, and raise two thousand dollars ($2000.00) for 
same. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize’the Se- 
lectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in anticipa- 
pation of the taxes of the ensuing municipal year and 
to Ye such debts out of the tax money when it is re- 
ceived.

Thus it may be seen that although our cost per pupil 
is below the state median in both Elementary and High 
school, our cost per $1000 of equalized valuation is 
above the state median. The explanation must be that 
we have a larger number of pupils to educate than the 
average town of the same valuation. 

Most taxpayers are especially interested this year to 
know whether or not the cost of running’ our schools 
ean be reduced. The School Board has considered that 
question very carefully. They have analyzed every item 
of expenditure to see if reductions can be made. It does 
not seem wise to the Board to make any cuts which will 
lower the standard of our schools. In these days we are 
realizing more than we have sometimes realized in the 
past that an education is about the only thing which we 
ean give our children which cannot be taken from them. 
It seems, therefore, as though it will be a mistake to 
lower our standards even fora single year. At the same 
time the Committee thinks that it may be possible to 
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curtail somewhat on some of our items, for this year, 
without damaging our schools. The Committee, there- 
fore, recommends that the appropriation this year be 
$2700 less than it has been during the last two years.
